NEGRO OR NOBODY. 


A Georgia Town will Accept a Negro Post- 


master or Will Have No Postofflce as 


the Kesalt of Attempted IVlnider 


Washington, Sept. 30.—President Mo- 


Kinley and bis advisers have decided to 
take up the gantlet thrown down by the 
Georgia Democrats, and within a short 
time all the power of the government will 
be thrown around the person, property 
and official position of tho negro pr>stmas 
ter at Hogansvllle. The administration 
has decided after careful investigation 
that the shooting at Postmaster Loflin 
was a deliberate attack on the federal 
government, and as such must be resisted 
to the last extremity. One of the high 
officials of the administration, who speaks 
after close consultation with .the presi- 
dent, said tjday: 


"We have had inspectors at work and 


others are to be put In the field in the 
vicinity of Hoganeville at once. Tbe 
president accepts the responsibility and 
will not consent to have bid authority de- 
Died by a Georgia town. From this time 
on It will be a fight between the 500 peo- 
ple of Hogansvlllo and the whole power of 
the government at Washington. If Loflin 
dies, another negro will be appointed to 
bis place. If Loflin lives, be will be fully 
protected. 
Tbe district attorney has been 


instructed to tako up the shooting case 
and punish the criminals if he can find 
them. 
Foetoffiou Inspectors will make re- 


ports of the situation. She people of Ho- 
gansvllle will either get their 
mail 


through the tegular postofflce or not at 
all 
If they want to do Without their 


mail, that is tbelr privilege, but they will 
not receive or send letters from Hogans 
ville except through Loflin or his suoces 
sor. If the ex-postmaster or anybody else 
presumes to handle the mall he will be 
arrested and sent to tbe penitentiary, 
The postal clerks on tbe railroad will be 
instructed to recognize only the postmas- 
ter or bis deputies. There will be no half 
wny measures, because the president is 
convinced from the preliminary reports 
that an attack has been made on tbe au- 
thority of the federal government, which 
amounts almost If not quite to treason, 
It is a fait that we have appointed less 
than 20 negro postmasters. 


"Postmaster General Gary is a southern 


man and fully understands the feeling in 
the south. He was in sympathy with the 
efforts to build up a white man's party 
and in deference to his views we have been 
unusually 
careful. Postmaster 
Loflin 


was a man of good character, a scboo 
teacher, and a high grade specimen of his 
race 
The people In Hogansville refused 


to rent him an offloe, compelled him to 
handle tbe mall In bis own house, and 
finally employed tbe ex-postmaster to re 
celve and deliver mail for all of tbem and 
for the town. This was sufficiently revo 
Intlonary, but when murder la attempted 
ana possibly accomplished, our forbear 
ance is at an end.

with Tiny Boats.

The New Yortf Model Yacht club, re- 


cently organized, would seem,"to anyone 
not a member, to be made up of adults 
•who are decidedly children of a larger 
growth. The club is composed of men 
•whose chief delight in life it is to sail 
toy yachts, like those which may be seen 
on any of the lakes of our city parks. 
This queer pastime, which has always 
been considered fit only for very small 
boys, has nevertheless been seized upon 
by a coterie of middle-aged men, who 
have found it a source of such enjoy- 
ment that they think and talk of little 
else in their leisure hours. The "Model 
Yacht club" is as serious a matter to 
the members who sail the toy boats as 
isthe crack yacht club of America to the 
men who own boats of seagoing ton- 
nage. 


On Labor day tie Model Yacht club 


.celebrated by holding a regatta in 
.Flushing bay, and never was a regatta 
;of full-sized boats attended with more 
.enthusiasm than was this race of baby 
ieraft. The rules of the club, drawn up 
afte- much thought, were adequate to 
cover every emergency. 
A regular 


course had been arranged, consisting of 
;three legs, and the usual rounding of a 
'stake-boat, as in races of boats of the 
ordinary size. The toy yachts were 
given time allowance, according to the 
measurements and sail area; the ordi- 
nary yachting rules prevailing on this 
point. 


Then the yachts were arranged for 


the start. The scene was a novel one. 
•In the bow of a rowboat, propelled by 
two oarsmen, knelt the owner of each 
'r.oy yacbt, holding his boat in readi- 


had been heard declaring- that his boat 
was destined to be a wonder, looked

N earing the finish line the race be- 


came a 'tame one, for the big boat had 
po outstripped the little one that the 
atter was practically out of the race. 


The prize for which the model yachts 


were competing was a handsome cup, 
on which had been engraved the par- 
ticulars of the race and the circum- 
stances under which the trophy had 
been won. 


After the regatta the boats were 


taken from the -water and stripped and 
cleaned with as much care as though 
they had been boats of international 
fame, while the owners gathered in 
groups and discussed with all the en- 
thusiasm of yatching cranks, the merits 
of their respective boats, and argued 
hotly the reasons why they had not 
made a better showing. 


The New York Model Yacht club num- 


bers 63 members. Its clubrooms are at 
Sixty-third street and Eighth avenue, 
where the members meet twice a 
month to discuss the yachting and ar- 
range lor outings. When no special 
event is on the programme the mem- 
bers of the club gather at Conservatory 
lake in Central park, where they have 
a boathouse for the storage of the 
yachts. Here they can be seen almost 
any fine Sunday, for the most part 
dressed in regular yachting costume, 
sailing their craft around and a,cross 
the lake, watching with critical eye 
every movement of the boat, and mak- 
ing a mental note of any defect. 


These queer enthusiasts are a source 


of constant worry to the park authori- 
ties', as any oversight on the part of 
the park employes that interferes,with 
their pet diversion, is sure to call forth 
a loud protest. For example, if the 
water of the lake is allowed to get a 
little foul, so that the sailing of the 
yachts is hindered by floating seaweed, 
a written complaint signed by the mem- 
bers is sure to be found among the 
correspondence of the park custodians.

FORTIFICATIONS AT HALIFAX. 


Appearance of the 
Mont Strongly 


Fortified Harbor in America. 


A correspondent of a New York pa- 


per, describing/a recent visit to Hali- 
fax, says: "In sailing into a bay 
that is said to Ije the most strongly for- 
tified harbor on the American conti- 
nent one naturally looks for some great 
display of military works—forts, bat- 
teries, bristling guns, and so on. But 
there is no such display in the harboi 
of Halifax. Both shores of the harboi 
might be hayfields for all that shows 
to the contrary, and there is not as 
great a display of defensive works as 
one may see in entering the harbor ol 
New York. By close looking, however, 
one may see that the works are there, 
though they make no show of them* 
selves. » * * 


"Half the concealed forts about Hali- 


fax are the result of military ardor 
rather than necessity. Each command- 
er of the station must have things to 
suit his own ideas, and the work of fort 
building goes merrily on. The Halifax 
people laugh at this in their sleeves, f on 
they have none of the bills to pay, and 
little 'do they care whether there are 
two forts or £00. 


"It is easy to see how the fortifications 


constantly increase. Here is his might- 
iness, Prince Tommy, we will say, in 
command of the troops at Halifax. H« 
spends a year or two in arranging the 
fortifications tn suit his notion. Then 
he is transferred and Grand Duke Dick 
is put in his place. G. D. Dick says to 
himself: 'I must look into these plans; 
Prince Tommy doesn't know anything 
about fortifications; I'll show them 
how the thing ought to be done,' and 
he finds what he considers a weak spot 
here, and an important place unguard- 
ed there, and the war office agrees with 
him and orders new.forts to be built— 
and the next commander goes through 
the same process. The home govern- 
ment pays the bills and Halifax has 
nothing to say about it."

THRICE BURIED. 


Cold Weather Not the Only Obstacle 


Encountered l>y *!>e Miner. 


It will be well for would-be prospec- 


tors to the Yukon find Klondike gold 
i«lds to remember that the cold is not 
the only obstacle or trouble to be en- 
countered in those regions. There 1= 
one pest and one affliction which ia 
nearly insupportable, as far as the pest 
goes, and almost incurable, in regard to 
the affliction. The latter 5s snow blind- 
ness which has been know n to drive peo- 
ple to madness. In one case related bj 
9 gentleman who spent two years in 
the Yukon neighborhood the victim of 
the snow blindness became- a raving 
Kii'niac, and prompt measures had to 
be taken to effect a cure. As it was, 
the patient was in a terrible state for 
two or three diajs. 


The continued glare of the fields of 


See and snow on the raked eye has an 
almost indescribable effect, say those 
who have experienced it. The vast ex 
ppnse of gleaming white, the silence,, 
the awful sense of isolation, nothing 
but white, whilte, white, with no wel- 
come sprig of green or which to rest 
The eyes, all combined, produce a mad- 
ness of itself alone. First the eye be-, 
comes pained, waving lines pass.up and 
down and in front o£ the eyeballs. 
Mirages appear to the vision. For brief 
intervals instead of the awful blanched 
waste, fields of waving grain, forests at 
thick foliage, gardens 
of 
beautiful 


green stuff mock the miner and pros- 
pector. The eyeballs burn, the mirad 
wanders, the brain seems on fire, and 
finally blackness sets in—the darkness 
of lunacy. 


Perfect rest and freedom from any- 


thing which may be calculated to strain 
tfhe vision are essential for a cure. 


J. T. Dyer, whose office is at 1410 O 


street northwest, spent two years in 
Alaska, and experienced the snow blind 
ness. Speaking of ft. and the plague of 
mosquitoes which infest the northern 
regions,and are perhapsmore voracious 
there than elsewhere, he said. 


"The smow blindness is an 
awful 


thing. I VMS afflicted slightly once with 
it in the left eye. 


"I saw a terrible example of i't in a 


member of our party, who w as sudden- 
ly afflicted with the trouble. He be- 
came violently insane frc<m not proper- 
ly shading his eyes; I never witnessed 
a more marked case of mania. We had 
great-trouble in getting- tbs youngmaii 
back to c&mp. He got hold of a hatchet 
in some manner and came rear splitting 
my head open with it. He had no realis- 
ation of what he was doing. It was 
some time befiore he recovered from tie 
attack. 


"It is absolutely necessary to protect 


the eyes iu some way. I wore a black 
slouch hat, pulled clown over them. In 
addition we donned giog-gles, manufac- 
tured by the Indians, which fulfill the 
purposes ftor which they are intended. 
These were made of bits of wood, oval- 
shaped, like the glasses of spectacles. 
They have small slits in them, so that 
one caii see; but the e\ye isshad-ed and 
not affected. 
/ 


"I n«vcr saw anything like the mos- 


quitoes in the Yukon region, along-the 
river. We used to set up an A tent, 
and by the time it was fixed for occu- 
pancy a hand placed anywhere on 'the 
outside would cover scores of the pests 
They were worse than amy I hav« ever 
seen in Jersey, being particularly 
voracious. We had to wear mosquito 
nete over onr heads, arranged especial- 
ly for the purpose, for our protection, 
and I used to eleep in this headgear at 
night. The tent flaps were also kept 
tightly closed. 


"The Indians did not seem to mind 


the mosquitoes particularly, though 
they went about in scant attire. Oc- 
oasio-nal'ly they would carry brushes in 
the shape of branches of trees, with 
which they would sweep the insects off 
their legs. 


"Lake Labarg-e, of whteh mention has 


been ma-de frequently since the Klon- 
dike craze began, was named after an 
old French-Canadian voyager who went 
with our party."—Washington Star.

DUpoRltloin of Calltonn's Remain*-" 


Tbe Secret Interment. 


A correspondent of' the Charleston 


News and Courier says: "In the "City 
Year Book" for 1896 appears a historical 
account of St. Philip's church, by Gen. 
McCrady, of St. Louis, in which he 
makes mention of the removal of tie re- 
mains of Mr. Calhoun from the tomb in 
the Western cemeterj to a place in th« 
rear of the church. In this connection 
perhaps it will interest some of your 
many readers to know how and whejj, 
said removal took place. The Sunday 
following the occupancy of Morris 
island by the federal torces I was ap- 
proached in the churchyard of old St, 
Philip's, by Messrs,. H. and E. N. GOUP 
<Bn. The latter, desired to know from 
me whether I could keep a secret. Mj 
reply was that I could and would, i| 1 
promised to do so. He then informed 
me that the desire- wag to remove Mr. 
Calhoun's remains to a place of secrecy. 
We then proceeded to select such a 
place. Having done this, it was agreed 
that at midnight we would meet to do 
the work. Agreeable to the same, I 
repaired to the Western cemetery at 
the hour agreed upon, and there I met 
Messrs. Gourdin and Messrs. E. P. and 
AdamMilliken, and my esteemed.friend, 
Mr. K. L. Dens, then sexton of the 
Trench and Protestant church, and also 
in the employ of Messrs. Gourdin. After 
waiting- awhile Mr. White, the starie- 
mason of Meeting street, arrived -with 
a force of hands, all colored, to remove 
the slab from the tomb. This being 
done, the hand's were-diwndssed. Mr. J. 
E. P. Alley, an undertaker of that day 
and time, furnished a n«.vv wooden cas-e 
to put the casket in, which was of the 
Fiske make and perfectly airtight, foi 
the tomb was full of water and the cas- 
ket floating. The remains were con- 
veyed to the vestibule of the church 
amd put under the staircase, to the south 
of the -vestibule. I threw a piece of car- 
pet over it to prevent suspicion. 


On Monday night about one o'clock 


the following- party met for the pur- 
pose of burying the remains: Messrs. 
H. amd E. N. CTourdin, E. P. and A. Mil- 
liken, E. L. Deas and the writer. The 
remains were taken to a spot in the rear 
of the church, and immcddately at the 
foot of the grave of Mrs. James Wels- 
man, wife of the late Capt. \Veilsiuan. 
The grave was dug during the day and 
left by the digger, who never knew for 
whom the grave -n as made. No mound 
was made, and everything was confided 
to those present, all of whom aie now 
dead except the writer. 


In 1870 I resigned' the spxtonsblip oi 


St. Philip's, after serving- that congre- 
gation from 1856 to 1870 in, thb hramible 
but respectable-positioiiof a. doorkeeper. 
Before leaving the church I was re- 
quested to superintend the digging up 
of Mr. Calhoun's remains and the plac- 
ing1 oC them back in the tomb from 
which they were taken. This was my 
last official act as sexton of old St 
Philips. 


What I have stated is true and shotild

POSTAL CARD CANVASS. 


Popularity of That Method or Ob- 


tuiiiing Information. 


Several years ago a man, who has 


since become well known as a promote: 
of real estate tKinsaetions in the west 
but who at that time was endeavoring 
to obtain an expression ol opinion from 
eastern capitalists, sent to the latter 6 
neatly and modestly worded letter in 
which he ingenuously invitexl suggcs 
tions as to the mode of procedure in the 
matter of developing certnin sections 
of the west. 


That was, the beginning of a system 


directed mainly to feeling the public 
pulse, which has since come into vogue 
in political, commercial and financial 
circles. As developed, and as employee 
to-day, the system is to send a few 
pointed questions, to the persons whom 
it is desired to reach, together with n 
postal card which, is to be filled iu anci 
returned to the sender. 


Recently a dry goods periodical in 


Hew York resorted to this system tc 
find what the business conditions were 
throughout the country. Letters anci 
return cards were sent to the leading 
merchants in every state and territorj 
in the union, and 1,000 replies were re 
ceived. These were sorted and tabu 
Inted, and from the opinions advanced 
the editors were enabled to make a 
deduction which was in effect that the 
long desired era of prosperity had real 
ly arrived, and was being felt in every 
section of the union. 


Believing in the value of the postal 


card system, some cf the largest busi 
ness houses orf the country have resort 
ed to it from time to time in order tc, 
gftin a more extended knowledge of the 
existing1 conditions of trade. By this 
means they arc in closer touch with the 
actual needs of the people, and are bet- 
ter able to guide their future opera 
tions. Organizations with branches in 
every part of the United States have 
also adopted the system when seeking 
knowledge on any particular subject. 


The League of American Wheelmen 


finds the system, whether used for local 
or national purposes, of great value 
and within the past year it has become 
popular with the men at headquarters 
By means of the little card a vote can 
be taken on any subject that is contem- 
plated, and afterward tire count is made 
known officially in the League Bulletin 
Secretary-Treasurer Bull uses the sys- 
tem every week to ascertain the condi- 
tion of the roads In the vicinity of New 
York city.

Albert McGoedwm Gets a Bullet 


When He Didn't Expect It 


—Al's Story. 


S&YS A MAN IN A BOGGY SHOT HIB, 


The Victim Walks from the North End 


of the City .to Police Head- 


quarters to Find a 


Surgeon. 


There was another sensation In tbo olty 


last night ac about 11 o'clock when there 
appeared at police headquarters Albert 
MoQoodwln, the well known colored man 
who boards with bit Bister, Mrs Bice, at 
889 West Marietta street. Albert bad 
been shot In tbe leg by an unknown man, 
and be was looking for a surgeon. He 
was able to walk bat it was evident that 
be was in considerable pain, and was anx- 
ious to have tbe bullet removed as speed- 
ily as possible. Tbo officers oonlil do 
nothing fur him at tbe office as they did 
not have any warm water handy, and so 
tbe orlpplo was taken over to tbe office of 
tbe county physician, Or. W. A. Dlxon 
where the bullet was found and removed 
and tbe Injury properly dressed. Ibon 
MoGoodwin was taken to tbe homo of his 
sister in tbe patrol wagon. 


MoGoodwin's story Is to this effect, as 


stated at police head quarters: Ho claims 
that he was on bis way to tbe race track 
at 10 o'clock last nigbt aad was walking 
along at a point on Union street between 
Division street and Johnson avenue, when 
bis attention was attracted to the presence 
of a muu and woman in a buggy standing 
near a tree, He looked at them for a mo- 
ment and then yelled at them. The man 
in the buggy d'.dn't do a thing but cry 
oat "I'll fix you I" and then there was tbo 
sharp crack of a revolver, and MoQooJ- 
win fell with a 38 calibre bullet In his log, 
enteiing at a point near tbo hip and stop- 
ping in the fleshy part of tbe limb near 
tbe knee.

beard the woman cry out just before tbe 
bullet was fired, "Oh, Willie, don'*'" 
aiTbe wounded n-an Sid not got a good 
look at tbe man who fired tbe gun 
He 


would not recognize him if be should 
meet him. Ho does know that tbe rig 
wae of stylish finish and that tbe borse 
wai a dark bay. Tbe rig disappeared as 
loon ai the pistol was fired and after sev- 
eral attempts to reaob his feet MoQoodwln 
managed to make a start and be oaine 
down town to ^oll all be ouuld and seek a 
surgeon. 


MoGoDdwIn is quite well known to tbe 


officers. 
They do not believe tbe story In 


lea entirety ana will seek confirmation of 
tbe yarn. They have another theory but 
they are not prepared now Jo make It 
public.
